Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The final rejection as set forth on 10/31/2007 
cannot be withdrawn because the cited reference to Ishiguro et al. identically discloses the limitation of claims 8, 15-18, 20, and 26-32 in the 
applicant's amendment dated 08/16/2007. In addition, claims 9-13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ishiguro et al. and Brody. Ishiguro et al. teaches the limitations of claim 8. Ishiguro et al. merely fails to disclose the the control unit data 
stored on the data carrier is encrypted, the control unit data is protected against falsification. Brody has been provided to overcome the 
missing features from Ishiguro et al. 

The examiner has found the cited references either alone or in combination, teaches the limitation of said claims. Therefore, the final 
rejection cannot be withdrawn. 
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
